Georgia railroad be bottled up this
side of Knoxville? i

It js rumored in vailroad circles
that matters between that road and
the East Tennessce are not satisfact-
ory, and unless sodlething is done
the road will not be permitted to
cross the Tennessee river.

At present’ the road goes into
Knoxville over the Marysville branch
of the East Teunessee. If the von-
sent of the Kast Teunessee is with-
drawn, there will he nothing left for
the Mafbrietta and North Georgis rail-
road to do but to build its own bridge
across the Tennessee or stay out of
Knoxville.
